TREATMENT PLANS

Gar Leaves Road

Dies in Missouri 


A sudden swerve of an automobile 


on San Bernardino road near Hol- 
lenbeck yesterday morning at 6:45 
sent Mrs. Earl R. Heflin, 242 West 
Center street, to Covina hospital, 
where she was treated for a quite 
serious scalp wound and bruises. 


The cars in the collision were not 


badly damaged, as it was reported 
to Chief of Police Coolman that only 
the fenders ca;ne together, but Mrs. 
Heflin, who was driving her car, was 
forced off the road and into a tele- 
phone pole. She was on her way to 
work in one of the packinghouses at 
the time.

canyon. The city of Pasadena is al- 
ready under contract to sell the dam 
and all appurtenances to the Metro- 
politan water district, and the dam 
will be used as a storage reservoir 
for that district. 


Opposition to the signing of the 


agreement was led in the Covina Ir- 
rigating company by D. F. Stafford, 
a stockholder, who set forth the 
views of the protestants. In other 
special meetings held by water com- 
panies in this area, no opposition has 
developed. 


LONG FIGHT NEAR END 


The fight to prevent Pasadena from 


actually acquiring water from the 
canyon has been led for several 
years by the San Gabriel Valley 
Protective association, subscribed to 
by all users of water in the San Ga- 
briel valley, and maintained by a 
special assessment on all acreage af- 
fected. The protective association is 
now in accord with the agreement 


The signing of the agreement, in 


order to make it effective, must in- 
clude all parties that have conducted 
the Sght in the past. The agreement

Before Forum 


A variation in the type of program 


of the public forum of the Covina 
evening high school was presented 
last Monday when Dr. Henry Pur- 
mort Eames, of Scripps college, gave 
a piano - lecture - recital, entitled, 
"The Story of Music."

of music from time. This element is 
pronounced in the music of all prim- 
itive peoples, and taking such primi- 
tive music as a basis, many master- 
pieces have been developed thru the 
ages.

Pasadena at the present time 
las a priority on a specified amount 
of the surplus flood water of the 
canyon that may be stored behind 
the dam. These rights, and all rights, 
will be abrogated by the city of 
Pasadena under this agreement. The 
Pasadena dam will be one of the 
principal storage dams in the Metro- 
politan water system, to be dis- 
pensed to many cities and communi- 
;ies belonging in the district. 


USE TEST WELL 


Until the Colorado river water 


reaches the Pasadena dam, the 
amount of canyon water that may 
be diverted by Pasadena from the 
canyon is to be determined thru 
measurements of what is known as 
the Vineland well, a test well under 
supervision of the state division of 
water rights. This well is to be used 
to determine the rise and fall of the 
underground water supply of the 
valley. 


Pasadena's right to water in the 


canyon has always been predicated 
first upon the complete satisfaction, 
of the needs of the immediate valley 
in this watershed, at no time being 
given rights excepting to what may 
be determined as surplus water. 


When Pasadena relinquishes 
all 


rights under the agreement, at the 
time that Colorado river water is 
available, the rights that city acquir- 
ed will not be subject to filing upon 
by individuals or groups. No new 
filings will be possible, but the water 
will be distributed among present 
users in the valley.

California via freight cars, hitch- 
hiking or other free methods, have1 
been reduced in number more than 
90 per cent during the past two 
months, it was reported this week 
by the federal transient service of 
the California Emergency Relief ad- 
ministration, 


A co-operative arrangement has 


been effected by the service, police 
officials and railroad authorities for 
the strict enforcement of railway 
regulations, thereby greatly reducing 
the flow of indigent transients into 
the state in box cars or "on the 
rods." The aid of highway patrols, 
automobile organizations, and indi- 
vidual motorists has also been en- 
listed in an effort to cut down the 
number of hitch-hikers entering the 
state.

Wild country, desert and mountain, a strange but gracious 


and obliging people, and a new viev/point on the immensities of 
the American continents, are remembrances brought back from 
an automobile trip to Mexico City by three young men of the 
valley, who were relating some of their experiences this week. 


The young men are Clarence \7ard ^ 


of Glendora, Bill Smead of San Di-' 
mas, and George W. Aschenbrenner 
Jr., of Covina, who drove to No- 
gales, Arizona, to enter the neigh- 
boring republic along the west coast. 
They made the trip in a model A 
Ford sedan, and were gone four 
weeks and one day. 


The party made the trip from No- 


gales to Hermosillo over good graded 
roads without much difficulty. At 
the start they had a small lesson in 
customs duties, when a guard in- 
sisted that they pay twenty pesos 
for the privilege of carrying two 
five-cent boxes of matches across 
the line. They compromised by 
leaving the matches behind. 


BAD TRAVELING 


From Hermosillo the road got very 


much worse, they said, but was fair 
as they approached Culaican, and 
from then on the roads were treach- 
erous. They found the country at 
its driest period, with so much dust 
that they had much trouble with 
the carburetor. They crossed rivers 
on ferries at various points, some ol 
these ferries being mere makeshifts 
of two log boats tied together. Much 
of the country traversed was nothing 
but desert excepting in the imme- 
diate river valleys. 


They enjoyed the seasports o. 


Guaymas and Mazatlan, which they 
described as beautiful towns, with 
well-protected harbors, a progressivi 
and clean population. A touch of th< 
tropical was experienced when they 
saw the cocoanuts in profusion hi 
that area. 


AT GUADALAJARA 


Guadalajara, second largest city in 


Mexico, was a delightful place where 
they remained one night and day. 
The living conditions were good, and 
on account of the rate of exchange 
they were able-to live splendidly for 
eighty-five cents per day for meals 
and room. At Tepic, a small town, 
they planned to ship the automobile 
| 'by train, but the train did not ar- 


rive, which is one of the happenings 
encountered in old Mexico. 


At Ixetlan they found the roads 


very bad, and they became lost, as 
in matter of fact they had lost 
themselves numerous times on the

They took street car rides to what 


s known as the floating gardens 
wenty miles from Mexico City, 
which is a great project where a 
wamp is being reclaimed. Here they 
lired boats and were taken thru the 
agoons, where they encountered in- 
lumerable flower sellers and venders 
n other boats, and musicians who 
asked for money for playing little 
concerts on the water—a truly en- 
trancing spot. 


The motorists came back to the 


United States over the east coast 
route, which is the new internation- 
al highway. On this trip they were 
introduced for the first time to the 
sight of wild bananas and wild or- 
anges. 


ON TO LAREDO 


The road is good from Mexico 


City to Laredo, but traverses many 
steep mountains, and is a one-way 
road part of the distance. They were 
able to visit Monterey, which is 
called the Pittsburgh of Mexico. 


The trip was made as an impromp- 


tu educational feature, and contain- 
ed far more pleasure than discom- 
fort. They found the country of 
Mexico tranquil and seemingly com- 
fortable, and spoke of it especially 
as a country whose scenic panorama 
is indescribably beautiful.

Using this title as a topic, Mr. 


Nagley indicated many methods in 
which the retail merchant of the 
suburban community may discover 
sales possibilities and thus uncover 
a "gold mine." 


The fact that very frequently 


merchandise of high quality may be 
purchased from local merchants at 
a more advantageous price than 
from 
metropolitan 
centers 
was 


stressed. Some of the reasons given 
for trade in the city stores were 
found in the desire of people to get 
away from home or to attend a show 
in the city, with trading as inciden- 
tal to such an excursion. 


The most outstanding contribution 


of Mr. Negley to the principle of re- 
tail merchandising was to tell the 
merchants that they should first 
make an analysis of their business, 
and find out what ails it. Only then 
can remedial measures be undertak- 
en. One such measure is a united 
undertaking of all merchants looking 
to a better knowledge of the trading 
possibilities of their local area. 


At the close of the lecture many 


pointed questions were propounded 
by individuals present. Such ques- 
tions are a measure of the interest 
of meetings, and in this particular 
instance were quite pertinent. 


The topic of the meeting for Tues- 


day, 
March 20, is "How To Make 


Service Pay." The leader is William 
Holladay, a technical engineer who 
has devoted his training to the busi- 
ness world. He will answer the que- 
ry as to whether "he profits mos 
who serves best."

Frederick F. Houser of Alhambra, 


member of the California state leg- 
islature from 1931-33, and nominee 
for congress in 1932, today announc- 
ed that he would be a candidate for 
congress in the 1934 elections. 


Houser was one of the leaders 


from the Los Angeles county dele- 
gation in the state legislature. Dur- 
ing his term he introduced a bill 
providing for the relief of unemploy- 
ment by appropriating a portion of 
the state's surplus to be used for 
public construction and conservation 
of natural resources. He was also 
one of the two authors of the "ma- 
jority protest" feature as applied to 
special assessments which has had 
the effect of greatly relieving prop- 
erty owners in assessment districts, 
and took a most important part in 
securing the reapportionment which 
gave southern California fair legis- 
lative and congressional representa- 
tion. 


During his 1932 campaign for con- 


gress Houser continually advocated 
a shorter working day and week 
with a corresponding increase in 
wages and a huge public works con- 
struction program, it being his con- 
tention that this program would be 
in the nature of temporary relief, 
but that in order to effect perma- 
nent relief it would be necessary to 
bring about a more equal distribu- 
tion of wealth. 


Houser was born in Los Angeles 


and for the last 23 years has lived 
in Alhambra, where he received his 
education in the public grammar and 
high schools.

j versity of California at Los Angeles, 
where he held many important posi- 
tions, culminating in his election to 
the presidency of the student body.

An interesting trip to Bouldes- dam 


was taken Friday and Saturday by 
members of the physics department 
of Covina high school. 


Our transportation, facilities con- 


sisted of the San Gabriel valley Y.

The truck left the high school at

rived in Las Vegas about 10 p.m., 
and those on the truck arrived two 
hours later. We spent the rest of 
the night in an auto camp. 


After arising about 6 a.m. Satur- 


day, we went down to the railroad 
station, where we inspected the new 
Union Pacific streamlined train, 
which was temporarily parked in 
Las Vegas while on its nationwide 
exhibition tour.

There we 
took on board a couple of guides. 


The short trip from there to the 


dam was soon over, and we found 
ourselves gaping at the largest sin- 
gle construction in the world. The 
immensity of the thing astounded us. 
We could not grasp the significance 
of its size, for it must be viewed 
from a considerable distance, and 
there is so much to it in each line 
of work. Pouring the concrete in 
sixteen-and-one-half batches as they 
are doing is like trying to spade a 
garden with a teaspoon. As Mr. 
Ross says, "The best way to describe 
it is to say that it is indescribable."

the mess hall, erected and operated 
by Six Companies, Inc.; for its em- 
ployees. We ate our noon meal 
there, and we ate plenty.

for CCC to Be 


With one hundred and twenty 


citizens present, the Angeles Forest 
Protective association met in the 
Woman's clubhouse at Glendora on 
Tuesday evening, representing indi- 
viduals interested in forest protec- 
tion from the territory including 
Glendale to Claremont. 


Ross Dana, publisher of the Glen- 


dora Press, welcomed the guests and 
invited them to join a caravan on 
April 11 to the new mountain park 
above Glendora. 


The first reports from the county 


forestry department and the federal 
supervisor revealed that only one 
first of a half-acre had been exper- 
ienced during the past month. 


H. S. Gilman of San Dimas report- 
d that the state highway commis- 
sion has agreed to continue roadside 
burning and clearing as a fire pre- 
vention measure. 


It was reported that the one hun- 


dred sixty CCC camps in California 
were to be reduced to 72 camps dur- 
ing the coming year, of which only 
four are to be in Los Angeles coun- 
ty, replacing the twenty-two camps 
containing 4400 men. These four 
camps are to be in Tujunga, Azusa, 
Upland, and one for the county for- 
estry department. 


The directors were instructed to 


wire Governor Rolph and the reg- 
ional director, urging that additional 
camps be established in this county. 


A. L. Sondregger, consulting en- 


gineer, in commenting on lessons to 
be learned from the La Crescenta 
fire, stated that fires and heavy rain- 
fall following each other will occur, 
and that large channels and debris 
basins are essential.

Drastic Guts Made 


in Property Values 


A.Tsessed land values of Los An- 


geles county have been reduced the 
staggering sura of $816,150,350 since 
1929, 
it was revealed this week in 


a report issued by Coimty Assessor 
Ed W. Hopkins. 


The drastic slashes which have 


caused assessed land values to be 
lowered approximately 45 per cent, 
with proportionate reductions in 
taxes on such properties, were or- 
dered by Hopkins as a relief mea- 
sure for the thousands of persons in 
danger of losing their holdings thru 
economic stress, he said. 


Hopkins' report 
revealed 
that 


whereas the total assessed land val- 
ues of the county amounted to 
$1,949,618,540 in 1929, when values 
were high, they are now set at $1,- 
038,468,190. The later figure is low- 
er than even the one for 1924, when 
assessed values were fixed at $1,- 
316,784,460.

The young people were 
heartily congratulated, as well as 
their teachers, Miss Grace Austin, 
Miss Blanche McCormick, and Miss 
Dana.

McCleary, accompanied by Miss Eu- 
genia Benneson, singing a group of 
three songs, "The Wanderer," "The 
Bells of St. Mary's," and "I Love 
Life."

steamship, the very last word in 
modern sea equipment, besides be- 
ing the largest vessel afloat, at the 
time that we declared war on Ger- 
many in April, 1917. This boat was 
in New York harbor at that time, 
and became a prize of war. She was 
immediately fitted to carry troops 
and munitions to France, and a new 
name was needed. Mrs. Wilson was 
asked to supply that name. She told 
Commander Hartley that she paced 
her room in the White House, try- 
ing to think of a name suitable for 
such a giant ship, and finally opened 
the door to her husband's study, 
where he was immersed in state pa- 
pers, and asked him for aid. 


"Von will find it in the Bible," 


President Wilson told her. "The 
name should be Leviathan, mon- 
ster of the deep." 
The commander told of a few in- 


stances of unusual storms, when, as 
he said, it was "everyone for him- 
self in all parts of the storm area." 
In other words, calls for help from 
any other vessel could not be heed- 
ed, for every vessel in the zone was 
fighting for its own life, including 
the monster Leviathan. 


We are commonly told that the 


greatest heighth of a wave in the 
stormiest conditions is forty-five 
:eet, he said. But this is not true, 
Because the heighth of the wave and 
he trough of the sea double the 
leighth. He has clung to his post on 
:he great ship whore bridge is ninety 
'eet above the ship's keel, and looked 
upward to view a mighty comber 
rushing down upon the vessel.

But he also spoke of many calm 


days and nights, and of the gaiety 
aboard, with five thousand people 
amusing themselves in a hundred 
different ways. The ship was so large 
that he declares a lady passenger 
once said to him: 


"Could you tell me where I 


could get a view of the ocean?" 
Out of a seaman's long life, the 


commander said that perhaps what 
is known as the middle watch from 
midnight to four o'clock is fraught 
with memories, and of melancholy 
admixed with sentiment and a great 
feeling of loneliness. It is in that 
lonely period that the sailor's im- 
agination is quickened, and is re- 
sponsible for many of the fanciful 
tales of the sea. He spoke of the 
strange phosphorescences that play 
about the masts and woodwork of 
the ship during certain electrical dis- 
turbances, and which are known as 
"St. Elmo's light," and by the com- 
mon sailor as "weary willies." This 
seemingly supernatural display gets 
its latter name from the sailors be- 
cause it waves slowly and wearily 
like tired fingers.
